SPRINGFIELD, II., Feb. 1.— peclal.I— This 
morning, while the AR —

only afew minutes. Sue was accompanied 
by a Chicago newspaper man who was very 
zealous in the prosecution of Mackin. Gov. 
Oglesby went up to the prison at noon today 
and will be tnere till tomorrow evemng. 
Just as she was taking the train Mrs. 
Mackin said it was imposstble to state ex- 
actly when she would return to see the Goy- 
ernor, but probably in a week, or ten days at 
most.

He 
could not enter into the merits of the case or 
undertake to familiarize himself with it at all 
in the short time he had to spare, so it was 
better not to attempt it.

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DUMPING AN UNCONSCIOUS PATIENT 
INTO AN ELEVATOI . 
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A New York Hospital Attendant Opens the 
Gate and Slides Him Off the Stretcher 
It Was Unintentional, but Very Care- 
less—Oll Men Arranging Rules to Gov- 
ern Speculation on the Different Ex- 
changes—The Milwaukee Murderer on 
His Way Back, : 


New York, Feb. 1,—[Special.]—The most 


‘horrible elevator accident ever known 0c 
curred in the Roosevelt Hospital today. An 
unconscious patient was rolled by a careless 
orderly down a dark, deep shaft to death. 
Yesterday afternoon a young Scotchman 
came to the hospital to be treated. He was a 
salesman in a small West Side dry-goods store, 
23 years of age, unmarried, and lived at No. 
506 West Ninety-third street. On his arrival 
McLean was taken to the fifth ward, on the 
ground floor, and left there till afternoon. 
He was removed to a room on the second 
floor of the hospital. Ether was adminis- 
tered, and the operation was successfully 
performéd. McLean was then given in 
charge of two hospital orderlies, whose busi- 
ness it was to transfer him on a rolling 
stretcher from the operating-room to the 
elevator and thence down to his own ward. 
The orderlies were Herbert H. Bennett and 
Thomas Mills. Bennett had not been a 
week at the hospital. Mills was an 
old-timer. On reaching the elevator Mills 
hurried back to the operating-room, where 
another patient was under surgical treat- 


ment. Alone with young McLean, who had } 


not yet recovered from the effects of the 
ether, Orderly Bennett rang an electric bell, 
opened the elevator gate, looked up the shaft, 
saw the bottom of the car, and imagined it 
was descending. Then turning to his patient 
he took hold of the rolling stretcher and 
wheeled it down the corridor to the 
oven gate. Whether his thoughts were p! 

occupied or his strength suddenly failed fim 
Bennett is unable to say., As a matter of 
fact, he dumped poor Mclean out of the 
stretcher twenty-three and a haif feet down 
the shaft into the well below. McLean was 
found in the well of the elevator. Blood 
flowed from several parts of his body, and 
he was horribly disfigured. The effect of the

was still unconscious and remained so until 
his death, which took place about three-quar- 
ters of an hour after the fall.

PURPOSELY FORMED THE ICE GORGE. 


Captains of Railroad Ferry Boats Stopped 


the Channel to Let the Ice Set. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Feb. 1.—The Hepubdlican, after 
a series of interviews with the Captains of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad ferry boats, charges 
these men with deliberately forming the 
great ice gorge which threatened a million 
dollars“ worth of property and destroyed 
from $60,000 to $100,000 worth.

The state- 
ments of the other rivermen in the vicinit 
confirmed the statement made by Capt. Zel- 
lar, and, while it is proudly admitted that the 
river was deliberately gorged, it was for self- 
protection. The case is simply this,” said 
one: “if Il can work my way through the ice 
and make $10,000 by it, but smash up another 
boat by starting the ice down on it. I have a 
right to do it. at is marine law.“

Then we went to a saloon on the cor- 
ner of Washington and Franklin streets, 
where we had several more drinks. Then 
we went toa hotel on Dearborn street, be- 
tween Randolph and Washington, and re- 
mained there from 10 o’clock at night until 2 
in the morning.”’ 

The plaintiff shrugged her shoulders and 
whispered with her lawyer. 

On the cross-examination the defendant 
showed himself to be a sharper man than his 
youthful appearance would indicate. He was 
still on the stand when an adjournment was 
taken until 10 o’clock this morning.

Whether legislation shall foliow inquiry is a 
matter for subsequent consideration. What 
is now wanted is an official exposure. Once 
acquaint the people with the nature of these 
trusts and their thieving practices, and 
grouse public sentiment, some way will be 
found to deal with them. Is there any surer 
or quicker way than to revise the tariff so 
that it cannot be made the instrument for 
plundering the veople? Where would the 
Sugar Trust be, for instance, with sugar placed 
on the free list? How long would it be able 
to control and put up prices to suit its own 
greed? Is there any one so blind he cannot 
see this is not a party question, but simply a 
struggle of the people with iniquitous combi- 
nations? 
VALUELESS COLLATERALS. 

The disagreement of the jury in the case of 
J. W. Sykes, on trial for the alleged offense 
of ‘issuing fraudulent warehouse receipts,’’ 
curiously illustrates the uncertainties of law. 
It was practically admitted that he had ob- 
tained money from the banks on false pre- 
tenses, borrowing it on the deposit of certain 
pieces of paper which were erroneously sup- 

to represent large quantities of seed iu 
store in his warehouse. The defense turned 
upon the legal point tha the paper issued by 
him did not constitute a warehouse receipt. 
But there is no gainsaying the fact that the 
paper was fraudulent, or that in borrowing 
money upon it as collateral the defendant 
stood precisely on the same moral footing as 
does the man who obtains money on a forged 
check. > 

It 1s a grave defect in our system of law- 
making or administration that it does not 
provide for the punishment of crime even 
though a technical error may have been un- 
mtentaonally made in the attempt to describe 
it. The intent of the law as understood by 
good jurists is to protect the honest and 
peaceable element of society by punishing 
those who are guilty of wronging it or any 
part thereof, and nobody will claim that this 
end is subserved when the offender is allowed 
to escape through a verbal quibble. The 
effect. of such a failure to convict is a direct 


encouragement to an exercise of ingenuity in 


the planning and commission of crime by 
holding out the hope that immunity can thus 
be counted on if not absolutely assured to the 
offender. In the present instance there was 
much that might have been urged for mitiga- 
tion of penalty, but nothing as to the fact itself. 
Sykes was a man who stood high in the com- 
munity up to the time he was ‘ound out. He 
was prominent as a business-man and a 
church member, took a leading part in the 
effort to educate the youth of America and 
the adult Chinamen in our midst, and was a 
gentleman in deportment. 
made it easier to obtain money without se- 
curity, as the parties from whom he borrowed 
took his word that the paper was good, with 
the result of discovering that “ reputation is 
good security only while it lasts.” 

The case suggests the great desirability of 
more than one reform in present business 
methods. The rule of practice with not a 
few of our bankers is rather to scrutinize 
the man than huis collaterals. If the one be 
apparently good they assume that the other 
is so, unless they have reasons to believe the 
contrary. Every now and then something 
occurs to prove that this police is not a safe 
one, and there is a growing tendency on the 
part of discounters of paper to do more than 
merely examine names. And experience has 
taught others the necessity of providing sate- 
guards against fraud by the use of false 
paper. The overissue of wheat receipts by 
Munn & Scott led to the establishment of a 
grain registration department in this city 
by the State. The Neeld defalcation of a 
year and a half ago was followed by 
a radical change in the manner of watching 
the storage of provisions against which re- 
ceipts are issued, the product being now 
looked at every twenty-four hours to see that 
none has been removed without the retire- 
ment of the paper representing it. The prob- 
ability 1s that the Sykes matter Will be the 
means of causing the registration of grain 
and flaxseeds to be extended to include other 
seeds, and may even be made to take in all 
descriptions of produce that are stored in 
this city except privately. It 1s understood 
that the law now in existence is broad 
enough in its terms to cover such extension, 
if desired by the trade, and it may be set 
down as a fixed fact that without some such 
protection it will be impossible to borrow 
money on that class of property from bank- 
ers in the future. 


INEFFECTUAL DEFENSE. 
The attempt to defend the late Postmaster- 


General might acquire some validity if there 


Was any partisanship in tne criticism of his 
official conduct. The severest condemnation 
of Col. Vilas, so far as Chicago is concerned, 
was written by his officiai subordinate, the 
Superintendent of Carriers in this city, a 
well-known Democrat. In his latest report 
Mr. Donovan states that, aithough the popu- 
lation of the city had increased 70,000 within

Who is to blame? It is reasonably certain 
that a subordinate would not thus parade 
facts so damaging to his superiors in the 
community and m the country had he not ex- 
haustea his official and personal influence 
privately in a vain effort to accomplish need- 
ed improvements; it is probable that he made 
the publication to show the people of Chica- 


go that he a least is not to blame. Does the 


fault lie with Mr. Judd! Has his chfénic m- 
validism made him timid in asking for in- 
creased help in the Chicago office? Even 
that will not excuse the department at Wash- 
ington, because thé facts enumérated by the 
Superintendent of Carriers were laid before 
the proper officer every month and every 
quarter, The indifference of Col. Vilas to- 
wards the reasopable demands of Chicago 
has been rendered more flagrant by the statis- 
tics of other cities, which show that during 
the same year he allowed fifty additional 
carriers to Philadelphia, forty-five to New 
York, thirty-three to Brooklyn, seventeen to | 
Boston, and eighteen to stagnant St. Louis. 
The truth undoubtedly is that in a narrow 
and stupid view of party toyalty thé late 
Postmaster-General sacrificed the fights of 
the people to a financial balance-sheet, which, 
while securing for him brief applause, be- 
comes the overwhelming witness of his in- 
capacity.

The meaning of this is that the Democratic 
Commissioners will be permitted to name one 
of the three judgesin each precinct, and 
Gleeson, as the representative of the alleged 
Labor party, will be permitted to name a seo- 
ond Democratic judge.

THE RUSSIAN EXTRADITION TREATY. 

The exiled Nihilist, Sergius, Stepniak, has 
addressed a strong plea to Senator Hawley 
for the rejection of the proposed extradition 


» treaty between the Government of this coun- 


try and that of Russia. Mr. Stepniak’s abil- 
ity as a writer is well known, and, as might 
be expected, the protest is characterized by 
great vigor of reasoning and an able pres- 
entation of the defense of Nihilism from his 
standpoint. In his plea he sets forth that if 
the proposed treaty is ratified it will be a 
wholesale condemnation to capital punish- 
ment of a large number of patriotic Russians, 
known as Nihilists, whose only offense is that 
they wish “to overthrow the Czar’s despot- 
ism, to break the yoke of the autocratic 
bureaucracy, and to establish a national rep- 
resentative assembly.“ He does not deny that 
regicide and politica! assasination are among 
the methods of the Nihilists, nor does he con- 
demn them. On the other hand, he claims 
that violence is justifiable when opposed to 
violence,” and that assasination is the only 
remedy which can relieve the grievances of 
the Russian people. 

The paper which Stepniak has prepared is 
an able and vigorous one, and he could not 
have addressed it to a country which has 
more sympathy with the Russian people or 
greater abhorrence of the brutal, infamous, 
and detestable policy which characterizes 
the Czar’s Government. That beastly des- 
potism is responsible for the sacrifice of 
hundreds and thousanas of lives for no 
offense except the desire for a larger 
area of personal liberty and the wish to be 
represented in their own Government. The 
American people asa whole have no sym- 
pathy with the hideous political policy of the 
Czar, and recognize his Government as “a 
despotism tempered by assasination,” as 
Stepniak himself calls it. They have an 
equal sympathy with all legitimate agencies 
employed to liberalize Russian instituwons 
and secure the freedom of the people. Thus 
far they will follow Stepniak, but they will 
stop short at his remedy. ü 

The sentiment of the American people is 
clearly shown by the terms of the treaty 
upon which the Senate will insist. It spe- 


cially excepts from extraditory offenses all 


those of a political nature, and sets forth: 
“If it be made to appear that extradition is 
sought with a view to punish the person de- 
manded for an offense of a political charac- 
ter, shrrender shall not take place.“ On the 
other hand, the regicide is excluded from 
this class, which is a safe and proper posi- 
tion for the Government to take. It would 
certainly be abhorrent to the American people 
if this country were made an asylum for mur- 
derers and assasins. They will never recog- 
nize the principle which Stepniak lays down— 
namely: that the assassination of rulers is 
justifiable, nor consent to thwart justice in 
such a case by refusing to send back the 
murderer who may seek these shores to es- 


cape from the penalties of his crime. How- 


ever great the sufferings of the Russian peo- 
ple may be, however odious and oppressive 
the policy of its Government, assasina- 
tion is not a remedy. If it were, the 
Nihilists would now have no cause for com- 
plaint. No argument which Stepniak can 
make will change the public abhorrence of 
murder. His comparison of Nihilism with 
the Irish home-rule cause is not a happy 
one. The Irish Home-Rulers are not con- 
spiring against the life of the Queen, but ap- 
parently the entire activity of Nihilism is 
concentrated upon schemes of murder and 
conspiracies agamst the life of the Ozar. 
This country would never consent to shield 
the murderer or would-be murderer of the 
Queen of England, however much it sympa- 
thizes with home rule, nor will it ever con- 
sent to shield a murderer of the Czar, howev- 
er much it sympathizes with the Russian peo- 
ple and execrates the brutal and oppressive 
policy of their Government, The American 
people are willing to offer a refuge to politioal

Senator Epmunps objects to a discussion 
of the proposed extradiuon treaty with Great 
Britain in the open session for reasons which 
ere not clear. The treaty is favored by most 
intelligent citizens, and proper discussion of 
it would crystallize public sentiment im its 
favor. No doubt such a course would 
enable demagogs like Riddieberger to 
air their views and to proclaim offensively 
their sympathy with nationalities that 
would not be in the least affected by 
the adoption of the treaty. The pre 
tense that the proposed treaty is objected 
to by Irish-Amerioans as a body is an insult 
to that nationality. The tregty does not af- 
fect purely political offenders. Respectable 
and intelligent [rish-Americans have no sym- 
pathy with dynamitards, embezziers, default- 
ers, boodlers, or Canadian bank-wreckers.

The | Recent Lunar Eclipse. 

The observatory at Pulkowa, in Russia, sent 
out a special circularto the astronomers of the 
world asking for codperation in observing the 
lunar eclipse of last Saturday. It inclosed a list 
of about 100 stars, most of them faint ones, 
which it was desired should be observed for the 
purpose of aiding in*measures of intensity of the 
moonlight, and also in fixing with a little greater 
precision, if possible, the values of some elements 
in the lunar orbit. The astronomers on the At- 
lantic coast were the only ones in the United 
States who could codperate, as the moon was too 
low for effective work in the Mississippi Valley, 
and the position further West was still less fa- 
vorabie. But it is believed many astronomers 
in Europe took part, and it is hoped some valua- 
ble results have been obtained.

YOUNG LEE PLEADS GUILTY; IIS. 
RAWSON NOT GUILTY. 
Charges Made in Court by Gen. Stiles—The 

Defense Now After Attorney Bisbee for 
Alleged Perjury—The Latter Explains 
nies All Wrong-Doing—If Young Lee Is 
Under 18, as He Claims, He Can Only 

Be Given u Jail Sentence. 

In the regular arraignment of prisoners 
yesterday in Judge Clifford’s court Mrs. Raw- 
son and William Ralph Lee were arraigned 
with the rest to plead jointly to an indict- 
ment f assault with intent to kill. Edward 
Furthwiann was watching Rawson’s interest 
and Geni Stiles represented Mrs. Rawson 
and Lee. Mrs. Rawson sat among the com- 
mon criminals with a very determined look, 
while Lee was quite unconcerned. When 
they were called to the bar both came for- 
ward promptly. | 

“Lee pleads guilty, because he 1s guilty,” 
said Gen. Stiles, and Mrs. Rawson pieads 
not guilty, because she is not guilty. Your 


| Honor will understand that this indict- 


ment is identical with a previous one in 
which your Honor fixed the bail at $5,000, 
and he was unable to give that after it had 
been reduced from $10,000. After failing 
twice they have finally succeeded in getting 
an indictment against Mrs. Rawson by hold 
ing over one juryman from the last grand 
jury and letting an interested lawyer testify.

The way of it was this: Certain 
facts came to my knowledge and I reported 
them to Rawson. He employed me to follow 
them up and Idid so. I stated nothing but 
the truth, and that’s all there is to it.”

Those who favor a reduction of the duty 
on wool do so on the ground that it will lower 
the price to the manufacturer. [Surely it 
will lower the price of fo wools.] Under 
the nt condition of wool trade of the 
world it may operate in is way. But this 
does not alter the fact that the price of do- 
mestic] wool has increased when the duty 
was removed. On this point the Press refers 
to no less a free-trade authority than Mr. 
David A. Wells. The reduction of our duties 
may result in increased prices abroad, for, ac- 
cording to the report of Mr. Wells himself in 
1869, as Special Commussioner of the Revenue, 
the imposition of American duties ou the 
wools of the Cape or South Africa oh * 
the following effects: “Thus,” as he say 
in the years 1859, 1860, and 1861, when these 
wools, in an unwashed state, were admitted 
free of duty, their cost at the port of export 
was from 18 to 19.4 cents per pound. In 1863, 
a duty of from three cents per pound to 5 per 
cent ad valorem having been imposed, the 
price fell to 16.2 cents; in 1864, the duty hay- 
ing been still further increased to six cents 

r pound, the price feil in 1865 to 14.8 cents. 
in the first half of 1867 the price was 15.1 
cents, but in the spring of this year the duty 
was increased to 10 cents pound and 11 
per cent ad valorem, and for the last six 
months of the the = was 13.4. In 
1868 the price still further declined to 10.9.” 

So much in corroboration of the fact that 
the duty on wool does not necessarily in- 
crease the price. It is not claimed that the 
tariff was the only cause that contributed to 
the improvement of the breeds of sheep and 
the increase in the weight of the fleece. It 
is safe, however, to assume that the tariff has 
stimulated the sheep industry in the United 
States, and, by increasing the product here, 
ultimately reduced the price. It does not, 
however, follow from these facts that having 
established this industry by protection it is 
wise to abolish the tariff. The condition of 
the worid’s wool production has greatly 
changed in the last twenty-five years. It is 
better for this country to produce itsown 
wooleven at an enhanced cost. The labor 
and the capital invested cost the Nation 
nothing. If our farmers can profitably raise 
wool it is better to divide the money here at 
home than send it abroad and buy wool. 

Then again, the price might advance and 
yet the farmers not be gainers, especially 
after the industry had been crippied and the 
fiocks slaughtered in this country through an 
influx of cheap foreign wools. might the 
price of steel rails increase under like circum- 
stances, but would that help the producers 
after their mills were closed and their heip 
disbanded

THE WESTERN STATES PASSENGER AS- 
SOCIATION’S DIFFICULTIES. 


4 Probability that the Organization Will 
Soon Go Out of Existence—Some Com- 
munications on the Subject — The Wa- 
bash’s Position — Complications Raised 
by the “Soo” Route—End of the Freight 
Association — Western Rates—Rates on 
Through Trafic. 

The strong efforts made by the Presidents’ and 
Managers’ Committee for the last week or two 
to bring about a reorganization of the Western 
States Passenger Association have been of no 
avall. The Alton’s consent to join the associa- 
tion was made conditional upon the agreement 
of the Wabash Railway to become a full member 
of the association, but the conditions upon which 
the latter will take such steps are of sucha 
nature that the Alton is not likely to accept 
them. A few days ago Receiver McNulta of the 
Wabash sent a communication to Chairman 
Blanchard of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion asking his opinion in the matter of 
the Western passenger difficulties and in what 
manner the Wabash could become a member of 
both the Western States and Cen Traffic As- 
sociations. It must be explained, that the Wa- 
bash has been a member of the Central Traffic 
Association for some time past, but not of the 
Western States Association. 

In reply to the above communication Chairman 
Blanchard states that the Wabash has codperat- 
ed with such efficiency and good faith in the pur- 
poses of the Central Trafilc Association that he 
had believed Receiver McNulta would pursue 
the same policy as to the Wabash’s traffic in 
other associations, He had looked with interest 
upon the issue in the passenger service among 
lines west of Chicago, and with the sincere hone 
that their differences could be harmonized. He 
would like to aid in that result, as demoraliza- 
tion may extend tothe lines east of Chicago. He 
therefore suggests that Receiver McNulta put 
such parts of the Wabash system from Chicago 
westward into the Western States Passenger As- 
sociation as may be essential to its perpetuity.

I also wish to do it, 
and must it, in harmony with my prior under- 

ings with the Central Traffic Association. 
I therefore addressed a letter to the Chairman of 
the latter organization ask upon what condi- 
tions this company should, in his ju ent, ask 
to be relea from the Central o Associa- 
tion as to that part of its mileage which must be 
transferred therefrom to your organization. 

“Upon the basis laid down in Mr. Blanchard's 
letter the return to this road of the revenue of 
which it was deprived in the transportation of 
a theatrical company in violation of the St.

According to 
the above ultimatum the Wabash proposes to 
become a member of the association only so far 
as its passenger traffic between Chicago & St. 

This the Wabash has done 
heretofore, and because it refused to come into 
the association with all its traffic the Alton with- 
drew from the agreement. The additional condi- 
tions made by Receiver McNulta, that the 
Alton refund to the Wabash the revenue 
of which it was deprived in the trans- 
portation of a theatrical com last sum- 
mer, still further aggravates the situation, as 
the Alton has frequently stated that under no 
condition would it pay over to the Wabash the 
money received from that transaction, as there 
was nothing im the ment that required it. 
If the Wabash imposed no other condition than 
this the Alton would refuse to aidin the reorgan- 
ization of the association, 


„ Collapse of the Freight Association. 

At the meeting of the Western and Northwest- 
ern Railroad Freight Bureau last Thursday
